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Kadhafi regime 
accepts African 
Union peace 
plan: Zuma 


TRIPOLI, Libya(AFP) - The 
regime of Libya’s Moamer 
Kadhafi has accepted an 
African Union peace plan de¬ 
signed to the end the current 
conflict, South African Presi¬ 
dent Jacob Zuma said from 
Tripoli on Sunday. 

- A high-ranking African 
Union delegation arrived in 
Libya on Sunday to try to bro¬ 
ker a truce between Moamer 
Kadhafi and rebels seeking to 
oust him, and as air strikes 
took out 26 loyalist tanks. 

The peace mission came as 
NATO warplanes were in ac¬ 
tion against Kadhafi's forces in 
the stricken port city of Mis- 
rata and Ajdabiya in the east. 

The African mediators were 
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welcomed to Tripoli by 
Kadhafi supporters holding the 
veteran Libyan leader’s picture 
and waving the green flags of 
his regime. 

The presidents of Maurita¬ 
nia, Mali, Congo, South 
Africa, and the Ugandan for¬ 
eign minister flew in to Mitiga 
airport near the capital. 

They joined the embattled 
Kadhafi for a photocall outside 
the Bedouin tent in his Bab al- 
Aziziya compound before 
being driven by minibus to 
greet a crowd of his supporters 
some 200 metres (yards) away 
and then leaving for an undis¬ 
closed destination. 

The AU team is due in the 
rebel stronghold of Benghazi, 
1,000 kilometres (600 miles) 
east of Tripoli, later on Sunday 
in its effort to negotiate a truce 
in the deadly conflict. 

The opposition has already 
said it rejects any ceasefire that 
would mean Kadhafi or his 
sons stay in power. 

Earlier, the AU mediators 
reiterated their appeal for "an 
immediate end to all hostili¬ 
ties" and proposed a transition 
period to adopt reforms in the 
insurrection-hit country. 

Libyan rebels have criti¬ 
cised NATO in recent days, ac¬ 
cusing the alliance of failing to 
protect the people of Misrata. 

Rebel spokesman Shamsid- 
din Abdulmolah accused to 
AFP in Benghazi that Algeria 
is backing Kadhafi and of 
"turning a blind eye" to the 
mercenaries flowing into 
Libya. The rebels have long 
accused Kadhafi of using hired 
guns from Chad and Niger. 

An Associated Press pho¬ 
tographer, 3 5-year-old Indian 
Altaf Qadri, has gone missing 
near Ajdabiya, AP said on Sun¬ 
day. 


Dutch shooter had already 
been in trouble over weapons 




THE HAGUE, Netherland 
(AFP) - The Dutch man who 
shot and killed six people and 
wounded at least 10 others 
had already been investigated 
over his gun use, it emerged 
Sunday, a day after the mas¬ 
sacre. 

Investigators said 24-year- 
old Tristan van der Vlis, who 
shot himself dead after his 
rampage in a packed shopping 
centre, had been the subject of 
an investigation in 2003. 

Police were alerted after he 
accidentally shot himself in 
the leg with an air pistol, but a 
case for possible contraven¬ 
tion of the arms and ammuni¬ 
tion act was eventually 


tured at the scene of a shooting at De Ridderhof shop¬ 
ping mall in Alphen aan den Rijn 


dropped, they said. 

Van der Vlis was a member 


of a shooting club and held a 
licence to carry five firearms. 

Several thousand people 
gathered Sunday evening for a 
silent memorial service out¬ 
side the De Ridderhof mall, 
where the shootings took 
place, and where hundreds of 
wreaths and candles have 
been left in memory of the 
victims. 

Van der Vlis entered the 
mall in the town about 40 
kilometres (25 miles) south¬ 
west of Amsterdam around 
lunchtime on Saturday, when 
it was packed with children 
and their parents. 

Witnesses said he opened 
fire with an automatic firearm 
on shoppers and merchants, 
moving methodically. 

The municipality said Sun¬ 
day that the victims were three 
women aged 45, 68 and 91, 
and three men of 42, 49 and 
80, all residents of Alphen aan 
den Rijn. The 42-year-old was 
of Syrian origin. 

After his shooting spree, 
the man then turned a gun on 
himself, taking the motive for 
the mass killing with him to 
the grave. 

In a farewell letter to his 
parents made public 
overnight, Van der Vlis said he 
was unhappy and wanted to 
commit suicide but made no 
mention of killing others.

Eman reiterated the impor¬ 
tance of having a Dutch Ma¬ 
rine Base here in this region 
from a strategic viewpoint. In

addition, the Prime Minister 
is convinced that the Dutch 
base also contributes to our 
local economy. 

Eman could not specify 
the reason the Dutch govern¬ 
ment decided to keep the base 
here, but was delighted that 


the decision was a pos¬ 
itive one for Aruba. The 
Prime Minister also re¬ 
marked that ...’’the 
Dutch Marines in 
Aruba is very important 
for our security and for 
combating illegal drug 
trafficking at sea. Eco¬ 
nomically Aruba also 
benefits from the large 
number of marines and 
their families who are 
stationed here.” 

On Friday, the Dutch 
Minister of Defense, 
Hans Hillen, submitted 
his austerity budget to the 
Rutte Cabinet which was also 
approved. This austerity plan 
entails that some 12 thousand 
jobs will be cut. In addition, 
several Dutch government 
embassies around the world 
would be closed along with 
one Dutch Consulate Bureau.

Caribe who will provide a 
weekly supply of fresh fruits 
and vegetables for our local 
restaurants, hotels, supermar¬ 
kets and fruit vendors.

Caribbean Airlines Limited 
to cut more workers 


KINGSTON, Jamaica - 
Caribbean Airlines Limited 
(CAL) plans to make major 
cuts in the number of former 
Air Jamaica workers who 
now service operations in Ja¬ 
maica, the Gleaner Newspa¬ 
per reported today. 

The paper cited a reliable 
source who said that workers' 
contracts end on April 30 and 
are not being renewed. The 
source said that some 300 
jobs in the information tech¬ 
nology and accounting serv¬ 
ices would be more likely lost 
in the process. 

The rationale is that CAL 
is centralising its operations 
in Trinidad and Tobago. 

It's reported that reserva¬ 
tion agents would be next in 
line. Employees have already 
received letters announcing 
the termination of their con¬ 


tracts. 

Sources say the Air Ja¬ 
maica operations have been 
bleeding a substantial amount 
of cash - more than the 
US$50 million that Trinidad 
and Tobago put in last spring. 

Meantime, National Worker’s 
Union (NWU) vice president 
Granville Valentine has ex¬ 
pressed disappointment at the 
pending staff cuts at the airline. 

Mr. Valentine said the 
union had hoped that by re¬ 
employing the former air Ja¬ 
maica workers, the 
management of the current 
airline wanted to retain the 
Air Jamaica expertise in its 
Jamaican operation. 

Mr. Valentine is calling on 
the government to explain the 
basis for its 16 per cent share 
in the current operations of 
Caribbean Airlines. (CMC)

’’There is no other applica¬ 
tion that gives you real-time 
alerts like this with thousands 
of spottings on our website 
every day,” Scoopler co¬ 
founder A J Asver told AFP in 
an email. 

”If you are in a metropoli¬ 
tan area, you are going to be 


pleasantly surprised by 
how close you are to the 
celebrity world.” 

JustSpotted.com 
launched in October 
with an online map that 
pinpoints celebrity 
whereabouts in real time 
based on public updates 
from social networking 
star Facebook and mi¬ 
croblogging service 
Twitter. 

JustSpotted members 
also contribute sight¬ 
ings. 

While branded by 
some as a potential re¬ 
source for stalkers, 
JustSpotted billed itself 
as ’’celebrity friendly” and 
said stars can make deals to 
use the service to promote 
their images or messages. 

”We have not had any 
complaints from celebrities,” 
Asver told AFP. ’’We’ve actu¬ 
ally been approached by peo¬ 
ple about promoting 
upcoming films.” 

He said that a version of 
JustSpotted tailored for 
iPhones was undergoing an 
Apple approval process and 
was expected to be available 
in the App Store by the end of 
the month.

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Are manned missions a waste 
of space? 



PARIS (AFP) - On Tuesday, 
the world will be awash with 
talk of courage and vision as 
it looks back on 50 years of 
manned space flight, a trail 
blazed by Yuri Gagarin’s 108- 
minute trip around the planet. 

But what if the past half- 
century has been just a cos¬ 
mic waste of money? 

Presidents and space 
agencies insist manned mis¬ 
sions will always be at the 
heart of their space pro¬ 
grammes. 

An astronaut not only em¬ 
bodies the human quest to ex¬ 
plore, they argue. He or she 
can also act on tuition and 
think swiftly and creatively in 
ways impossible for a ma¬ 
chine. 

Dissidents dismiss this as 
a craving for prestige, or lob¬ 
bying by the space industry 
or astronauts themselves. 

Manned space flight, they 
contend, has sapped funds for 
robot probes and satellites 
that unlock more knowledge 
and practical advantages at a 
lower price — and put no- 
one’s life at risk. 

’’People get so excited 
about manned flight they 
don’t start thinking about 
what benefit it brings,” said 
Gerard DeGroot, a professor 
of history at Scotland’s Uni¬ 
versity of St. Andrews. 

’’Aside from the excite¬ 
ment, it doesn’t actually af¬ 
fect our lives.” 

Each day, the International 
Space Station (ISS) retreads 
Gagarin’s path in low Earth 
orbit. 

At the same time, unher¬ 
alded scouts are sending 
home data about the myster¬ 
ies of Saturn, Mars, Venus, 
Mercury and the Sun or race 
to a distant rendezvous with a 
comet or asteroid. 

And at home, an army of 
satellites give us Internet and 
cheap phone calls, provide 
airliners and cars with on¬ 
board navigation and shower

scientists with data about 
weather systems and Earth’s 
environmental health. 

’’None of these advantages 
came from manned flight,” 
said DeGroot, author of 
’’Dark Side of the Moon,” an 
iconoclastic account of the 
Apollo programme. 

Contrarians say Apollo 
starkly showed that sending a 
human in space was danger¬ 
ous, requiring a feat of engi¬ 
neering just to keep him alive 
and get him home safely. 

It demonstrated that the 
Moon was a deeply hostile 
place and our primitive 
chemical rockets would 
never get us to Jupiter, let 
alone the stars. 

And above all, it showed 
just how astronomically 
costly manned space flight is. 

’’One thing that I think no- 
one realised, even as late as 


1961, is that human space- 
flight is enormously expen¬ 
sive. It’s something that 
President Kennedy only re¬ 
alised after his announce¬ 
ment of the Apollo 
programme in May 1961,” 
said Cathleen Lewis, curator 
at the Smithsonian National 
Air and Space Museum in 
Washington. 

’’The continuing drive to 
send humans into space re¬ 
mains among human beings, 
it’s beyond question. But 
finding ways to do it which is 
not that expensive is very, 
very difficult.” 

The ISS, gathering the 
United States, Russia, Japan, 
Canada and Europe, carries a 
price tag of 100 billion dol¬ 
lars, by some estimates. 

As for a return to the 
Moon and venturing on to 
Mars, politicians may like to 
sound the rhetoric — but they 
are less keen about signing 
the cheques. 

F rancis Rocard, a special¬ 
ist in Solar System explo¬ 
ration at France’s National 
Centre of Space Studies 
(CNES), says the 25-billion- 
dollar cost in 1969 terms of 
Apollo would be around 165 
billion dollars today. 

’’Getting (a human) to 
Mars would be much more 
expensive, perhaps 200 or 
300 billion (dollars). An un¬ 
manned mission, bringing 
soil samples back to Earth, 
would be between five and 
10 billion,” he said.

Pacific nations battle obesity 
epidemic 


NUKUALOFA (AFP) - On 
Tonga’s supermarket shelves, 
huge cans of corned beef the 
size of paint tins replaced tradi¬ 
tional fare such as fish and co¬ 
conuts long ago - contributing 
to an obesity epidemic that sees 
the Pacific region ranked as the 
fattest in the world. 

Meat in Tonga almost in¬ 
variably comes in a tin, 
whether it be turkey breast, 
meat loaf, luncheon meat or 
Spam, which can be bought in 
a variety of forms including 
smoked, with chilli or laced 
with cheese for an extra calorie 
hit. 

The common denominator, 
Tonga’s Chief Medical Officer 
Malakai Ake says, is that the 
"junk meat" is loaded with salt 
and saturated fats, meaning is¬ 
landers’ waistlines continue to 
expand. 

"This is the biggest issue 
facing Tonga," he told AFP, cit¬ 
ing soaring levels of weight-re¬ 
lated coronary disease, diabetes 
and strokes among islanders. 

"Every other day there’s a 
funeral, a next-door neighbour, 
a relative, a friend. It’s always 


heart disease, diabetes, it’s 
ridiculous." 

The Tongan Health Depart¬ 
ment says more than 90 percent 
of the total population is 
classed as overweight and 
more than 60 percent is obese. 

According to World Health 
Organisation (WHO) data re¬ 
leased last year, Pacific island 
nations account for eight of the 
top 10 countries where the 
male population is overweight 
or obese. 

Weight-related diseases are 
responsible for three-quarters 
of deaths in the region, Fiji- 
based WHO nutritionist Temo 
Waqanivalu said, with diabetes 
rates in some Pacific nations 
close to 50 percent. 

"It’s a problem that health 
systems are struggling to deal 
with," he said. 

"If you walk into a hospital 
in any of the Pacific countries, 
about 75-80 percent of the sur¬ 
geries are the result of non- 
communicable diseases linked 
to obesity." 

Experts say economic, cul¬ 
tural and lifestyle factors have 
combined to make the obesity 


epidemic, which is an increas¬ 
ing problem across the globe, 
more acute in the Pacific. 

Ake said the traditional 
lifestyles, where people kept fit 
through farming and fishing, 
gave way to a more sedentary 
existence in recent years and 
motor vehicles became more 
readily available. 

"In my young days we 
would walk everywhere and go 
swimming," he said. "Now 
people use the car to go just a 
little way down the street." 

Traditional diets based 
around fish and root crops have 
also fallen out of favour, re¬ 
placed with fatty foods im¬ 
ported from Western nations 
that islanders see as more con¬ 
venient and prestigious. 

"They are unable to com¬ 
pete with the glamour and 
flashiness of imported foods," 
Waqanivalu said, adding that 
cash-strapped consumers in the 
Pacific often had little choice 
about making poor dietary 
choices. 

"In some countries it’s 
cheaper to buy a fizzy drink 
than a bottle of water.

EU,IMF experts to discuss 
bailout of Portugal onTuesday 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Experts 
from the European Commis¬ 
sion, European Central Bank 
and IMF will visit Lisbon this 
week for talks on an 80 billion 
euro bailout for Portugal, a 
commission spokesman said 
Sunday. 

The mission will lay the 
groundwork for political-level 
talks between the so-called 
"troika" and Portugal’s politi¬ 
cal parties the following week, 
spokesman Cezary Lewanow- 
icz told AFP 

The experts will meet Tues¬ 


day with Portuguese finance 
ministry officials to discuss the 
"technical details" of the plan, 
worth $ 115 billion, Lewanow- 
icz said. 

The European Union and 
IMF offered to save Portugal 
from a debt crisis on Friday but 
warned that in return Lisbon 
would have to implement more 
public spending cuts, tax rises 
and far-reaching privatisations. 

The commission hopes to 
meet with all of Portugal's po¬ 
litical parties to discuss the res¬ 
cue programme ahead of snap 
elections on June 5, Lewanow- 
icz said. 

"The goal is to have the 
strongest possible consensus 
and a clear commitment, what¬ 
ever the outcome of the elec¬ 
tions," the spokesman said. 

The International Monetary 
Fund said the political-level 
meeting would take place on 
April 18.

President Obama signs 
spending bill after skirting 
shutdown 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama has 
signed into law a temporary 
spending bill averting a US 
government shutdown and 
ending — for now — a budget 
row between the Democrats 
and their newly empowered 
Republican foes. 

Party leaders clinched the 
agreement, including $38.5 
billion of extra spending cuts, 
after intense bargaining, barely 
an hour before the federal gov¬ 
ernment effectively ran out of 
money this week-end. 

The showdown was just the 
first bruising engagement in a 
string of likely clashes be¬ 
tween Obama's Democrats and 
the Republicans, boosted by a 
new crop of conservative Tea 
Party movement lawmakers, as 
the president fires up his 2012 


reelection bid. 

Obama on Saturday made a 
surprise visit to the Lincoln 
Memorial — among the many 
national sites that would have 
closed in a government shut¬ 
down — to briefly talk to 
tourists. 

"I just wanted to say, real 
quick, that because Congress 
was able to settle its differ¬ 
ences, that's why this place is 
open today and everybody is 
able to enjoy their visit," 
Obama said after bounding up 
the steps of the memorial hon¬ 
oring America's 16th president. 

"And that's the kind of fu¬ 
ture cooperation I hope we 
have going forward," he 
added. 

But that might not be the 
case. Some Republicans are 
venting frustration at having 


not extracted more from De¬ 
mocrats. 

"People are angry across 
the country that we didn't get a 
better deal," congresswoman 
Michele Bachmann, a Tea 
Party favorite, told Fox News, 
adding that she was likely to 
vote against a deal for the re¬ 
maining five months if more 
spending cuts are not included. 

Lawmakers on both sides 
made clear that the latest battle 
was an early confrontation in a 
broader budget war. 

And looming is another 
spending issue, with interna¬ 
tional implications: Obama's 
request to raise Washington's 
ability to borrow. It's an issue 
that has inflamed Tea Party 
faithful and has international 
investors worried about US de¬ 
fault. 


British, Dutch announce litigation 
after Icesave 'no' vote 


REYKJAVIK,Iceland (AFP) - 
Britain and The Netherlands 
said Sunday they would return 
to the courts to get Iceland to 
refund them billions of euros 
after voters there said "no" in 
a referendum to the reimburse¬ 
ment plan. 

Iceland's government in¬ 
sisted it could pay back more 
than 90 percent of the money 
lost, despite most voters hav¬ 
ing rejected a deal to refund 
3.9 billion euros ($5.6 billion) 
to the two countries, according 
to partial results. 

"Iceland's reserves are 
more than enough to cover all 
the payments in the coming 
years," he added. 

A government statement re¬ 
leased later Sunday said the 
referendum result did not ef¬ 
fect plans for Landsbanki Is¬ 
lands, the company that 
operated Icesave, to begin 
paying refunds to its creditors 
— including London and The 
Hague. 

The first payments were 
expected to begin later this 
year and would cover nearly a 
third of the priority claims, the 
statement added. 

Earlier Sunday, Britain and 
The Netherlands expressed 


disappointment at the referen¬ 
dum result and said litigation 
was the only avenue left. 

"It now looks like this 
process will end up in the 
courts," Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury Danny Alexander 
told BBC television. 

"The matter is now in the 
hands of justice," Dutch Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jan Kees de 
Jager said. 

With 70 percent of ballots 
counted, the "no" vote led with 
57.7 percent against 42.3 per¬ 
cent for "yes", a result that has 
embarrassed Reykjavik after 
its parliament had approved 
the plan with a 70 percent ma¬ 
jority. 

Around 230,000 voters 
were asked to decide whether 
to approve repaying Britain 
and The Netherlands the 
money they spent on compen¬ 
sating 340,000 of their citizens 
who lost money on Icesave. 
The online bank went under at 
the height of the global finan¬ 
cial crisis in 2008. 

This deal, the fruit of more 
than two years of laborious ne¬ 
gotiations among the three na¬ 
tions, was considered more 
favourable to Iceland than a 
previous accord rejected with 


a 93 percent majority in a ref¬ 
erendum in early 2010. 

It would have allowed Ice¬ 
land to repay the debt gradu¬ 
ally until 2046, at a 3.0 percent 
interest rate for the 1.3 billion 
euros it owes The Nether¬ 
lands; and at a 3.3 percent rate 
for the remainder owed to 
Britain. 

But that would have come 
to some 12,000 euros per citi¬ 
zen of the 320,000-strong is¬ 
land nation — before interest. 

Faced with the resounding 
"no" vote, Britain and The 
Netherlands said the time for 
talking was over.

Indeed, after his "In the 
Electric Mist" in 2009, made 
in the United States with 
Tommy Lee Jones and John 
Goodman, the Gallic cinema 
veteran has returned to his 
early passions: duels and 
horses.

ripped France apart in the 16th 
century. 

"There is one thing I have 
tried to show very strongly in 
my latest films," said Tav¬ 
ernier, who has won a number 
of French Cesar film awards, 
as well as a BAFTA in Britain 
for his 1989 movie "Life and 
Nothing But." 

"But the sets were useless.

You had to 
wait for the 1960s and 70s and 
the new generation .. to finally 
get films which were magnif¬ 
icently photographed.

"La Princesse de Montpen¬ 
sier" was presented at last 
year’s Cannes film festival, 
and the English version was 
well received when screened 
at the American Cinemath¬ 
eque in Los Angeles in March.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina

SEPANG, Malaysia (AFP) - 
World champion Sebastien 
Vettel dominated the 
Malaysian Grand Prix on Sun¬ 
day with a brilliant drive 
which maintained his perfect 
start to the season. 

The 23-year-old German 
steered his Red Bull car from 
pole position to the chequered 
flag to win ahead of 
McFaren's Jenson Button, the 
2009 champion, and Nick 
Heidfeld who finished third 
for Renault. 

"In the heat, we kept our 
heads cool," the jubilant Vettel 
told the Red Bull crew on his 
victory lap. 

Vettel’s second start-to-fin- 
ish win in two outings this 
year came despite further 
problems with Red Bull’s 
faulty Kinetic Energy Regen¬ 
eration System (KERS) which 
gave his team-mate Mark 
Webber a nightmare start. 

The Australian dropped 
from third to 10th before 
storming back to finish fourth 
ahead of the Ferraris of 
Brazilian Felipe Massa and 
two-time champion Fernando 
Alonso. 

Alonso suffered damage to 
his car in a late charge for the 
podium when he collided with 
the rear of Briton Fewis 
Hamilton’s McFaren, suffer¬ 
ing a broken front wing that 
required a pit stop. 

Hamilton, the 2008 cham¬ 
pion, looked set for a podium 
spot but finished seventh after 
a slow pit stop and a struggle 
with worn tyres in the closing 
stages. 

The two drivers were both 
later handed 20-second penal¬ 
ties for the collision, with 


Hamilton pushed down into 
eighth behind Japanese 
Kamui Kobayashi of Sauber 
while the punishment did not 
affect the Spaniard's sixth 
place. 

"It was tough, one of those 
days for me," said the down¬ 
cast Briton. "But I have to 
take it on the chin and get on 


with it." 

Vettel has now won the 
season’s first two races in 
Australia and Malaysia — and 
five of the last six — to take 
charge of the 19-stop champi¬ 
onship and establish himself 
as the outstanding driver of 
the moment. 


MONACO, Monte Carlo 
(AFP) - Roger Federer warned 
Rafael Nadal that he faced a 
battle as the Spaniard tries to 
lift an historic seventh consec¬ 
utive title on clay at the Monte 
Carlo Masters. 

With play getting underway 
yesterday with three matches - 
two Frenchmen went down at 
the first hurdle - Federer said 
that he was ready for the tran¬ 
sition into the intense pre- 
French Open run-up which 
traditionally begins in the post- 
card-perfect principality. 

"It's always a tough surface 
to try to dominate - except if 
you're Rafa - let's put it that 
way," said the Swiss who lost 
Monte Carlo finals to his rival 
form 2006-2008. "I feel very 
strong on the surface. It's the 
surface I grew up on. Every¬ 
body knows that by now." 

On court, Fatvian Ernests 
Gulbis produced a minor upset 
as he knocked out 14th seed 
Alexandr Dolgopolov of the 
Ukraine 6-1, 6-4 while veteran 
Ivan Ljubicic beat Jeremy 
Chardy of France 6-1, 6-2. 

Canadian Milos Raonic, 
playing his first ATP match on 
clay, took a momentum-shift¬ 
ing win over French veteran 
Michael Flodra 6-3, 0-6, 6-0. 

With Nadal defending 
points from all three Masters 
1000 events played on the sur¬ 
face plus a fifth Roland Garros 


title, the job at hand for the 
Spaniard is intense. 

Federer, by contrast, had a 
best clay showing a year ago at 
the Madrid final he lost to 
Nadal just a few weeks before 
exiting in the quarter-finals of 
the grand slam in Paris to 
Robin Soderling. 

"I guess it depends a lot on 
Rafa," said the Swiss. "If he's 
able to defend everything he 
did last year, it's going to be 
tough for anybody." 

But Federer, third in the 
world behind Nadal and

but not playing this week due 
to a knee injury, still quietly 
fancies his own chances as the 
spring season begins. 

"I can take a huge step for¬ 
ward if I go really deep here in 
Monaco, and also in Rome and 
so forth. Clearly I don't have 
much to defend at the French 
and Wimbledon, I'll have some 
opportunities as well, espe¬ 
cially when the slams roll 
around. 

"Sure, I know Rafa has a lot 
of pressure, but I don't think 
that matters that much for him, 
especially on this surface. 
"He's so confident, he's so 
good, I definitely could see 
him doing it again. But there's 
other guys that have something 
to say. I hope I'm one of those 
guys.
